_ A brief dispatch from Col, GEORGE 
GANTT informs us that he and Col. 
HEISKELL have been successful in 
their application to the Supreme 
Court for a supercedeas, reversing the 
late decision of Chancellor SMITH. 
The appellate Court says the power to 
appoint carries with it the power to 
remove in all cases where there is no 
fixed tenure of office. BOUGHNER is, 
therefore, Registrar of Shelby county.

The de- 
cision is conclusive upon this point. 
Shelby is saved. Indeed the whole 
State is saved; for had the decision of 
Chancellor SmiTit (no doubt made in 
good faith) become the recognized 
law upon the tenure of office of Reg- 
istrars the Governor’s power to help 
himself and his people would have 
been neutrajized and he been rendered 
helpless. The Supreme Court has 
come to our. assistance promptly. 
For so much the people are indebted 
to it. This last’ will enforce its 
former decision whereby the people 
are declared entitled to enfranchise- 
ment once granted or conferred, It 
strengthens the claims of thousands 
of intelligent voters, who unless they 
had such a man as BOUGHNER to deal 
with, would never haye taken the 
trouble to.apply for what is theirs by 
We hope Mr. BoUGHNER will 
not lose any time, but that so soon as 
he is putin possession of the books, 
stamps and blanks of his office he will 
commence work.

MEMPHIS AND SELMA 
ROAD. 

The people of Lowndes county, Miss., 
are discussing the propriety of voting 
$150,000 in aid of the Memphis and 
Selma Railroad. <A correspondent, 
“*Catahpa,’’ in the West Point Hera/d, 
makes a very pointed argument 
against it, by showing that the values 
of the county have been reduced since 
1860, on a currency basis, fully $86,- 
000,000, and therefore the people are 
in no condition to assume the burden 
of a $150,000 debt, calling for an an- 
nual interest of $12,000.. ‘*‘ Catahpa’”’ 
makes a strong case; one that at first 
blush looks unanswerable. But by 
the light of facts, the result of railroad

really so. We presume that ‘ Catah- 
pa’’ desires to. reach something like 
the former prosperity of Lowndes, and 


the shortest possible way toit. He 
will not object to the outlay of $150,000 
and the payment of eight per cent in- 
terest annually, if he can be satisfied 
that such expenditure will add ten 
fold to the existing property of the 
county, and in less than ten years 
make it what it was when the ‘ cruel 
war’? commenced. We think we ean 
make this plain to him—at least infer- 
entially. We will take the State of 
Missouri for example. It was raided 
over during the war, and was haunted 
by bands of bold bad men after the 
war. All public work was more or 
less retarded. Railroads were torn 
up and their construction prevented. 
Progress was impossible. Political 
malevolence was never more mark- 
The hand of neighbor 
was raised ugainst neighbor, and as 
was the case with East Tennesseeans, 
the men who ‘ wore the gray ”’ feared 
to return to their once happy homes. 
Strife, bitterness and bickerings were 
the order of the day after the close of 
an unprecedented struggle, much of 
which fell with peculiar severity upon 
Missouri; and yet we find the follow- 
ing astonishing results from railroads 
—results that exhibit an amazingly 
recuperative foree in these highways, 
and that must prove to ‘‘Catahpa”’ 
the necessity for the Memphis and 
Selma route, and for the subscription 
of Lowndes county. Here is the pro- 
gress and growth of the railroad coun-

Thus we find that in sixteen years 
the twelve railroad counties have in- 
creased in value $135,202,913, while the 
nine counties without railroads have, 
in seven: years, or a little less than 
half the time, increased only $1,348,- 
047. But this is only one example, 
There are many others, had we the 
space to present them. The growth 
of Memphis and Shelby county are, 
perhaps, more forcible examples, the 
facts and figures of which are patent 
to all in this section of country. But 
the above will suffice for to-day,-and 
will, we hope, have the effect of con- 
vincing ‘*Catahpa’’ that while he is 
correct as to the condition of his coum- 
ty, there is no speedier way out of it 
than by the Menrphis and Selma or 
some other Railroacl.

SOUTHERN IMMIGRATION. 

A commendatory movement has for 
some time been on the tapis looking 
to the introduction into the South of 
immigrants, in large numbers. 
Among others engaged in it, we find 
H. G. Walbridge, of New York; W. 
H Trenholm, of South Carolina; J. J. 
Hinds, of Arkansas; W. H. Gleason, 
Florida, and H. T. Blow, of Missouri. 
These gentlemen have prepared a 
memorial to Congress which will be 
laid before that body at its next 
session by Senator McDonald, of 
Arkansas. It will embrace a propo- 
sition to establish a steamship line be- 
tween Norfolk, Va., and the ports of 
the Medterranean, including con- 
nections with the country opened up 


Suez Canal. The Senator will present 
company, providing that it shall be 
supported by subsidies froni the 
Southern States, and that the Post- 
master-General shall contract with 
them for carrying the European 
mail, at the rate of $12,000 per week. 
The movement will be supported by 
almost all the Southern Congressmen. 


THE MISSISSIPPI] RIVER RAILL- 
ROAD, 

We regard with pleasure the inter- 
est taken in this enterprise in other 
sections of the country.
